of Inquiry. 


Washington, March 4.—Nu word has 


bi't-n rvcelved from the court of inquiry, 
und no orders have buen or will be given 
as to tht- movcnicnta of the members of 
tlie (.ourt from Key West, as, the court 
n:is f u l l y authorized to Bhape its own 
nnMi'nicnt». 
The original orders were 


l.ssui'd u> Admiral Sicaid as commander 
or' the lleet to which the Maine belonged, 
and the court has the technical status 
of an admiral's court, reporting directly 
to him both ah to its movements and Ub 
to Its lindins on the cause of the dis- 
ister.

disaster that reached the navy depart-
